iBefore such a motion is made, or be- 
fore any' member of the (House votes for 
it, we should hppo that the experience 
of tlie dilTerent Aiistr;ili:iii roloniei; and 
of New /,ea!an<l in ni.ikin;; sucli I'xpi :;- 
iiients would 'be carefully considered. 
Hywoyer, apart from the espdrienijo of 
other countries there are two cousider:!- 
tions which prevent .such a policy being 
adopted by any guverninent. The lirst 
of those is that economic loud smelting 
and retiiiins' is a delicate industrial prob- 
lem and therefore alisolutely unsuited for 
governinenlMl interference without tho 
root and bram-h aereptance of a ."oeial- 
istic theory of industry. There is and 
can the no monopoly in the business of 
smelting and retining, unless conditions 
■sik'h as i>revail in tlie T'nited States ol>- 
rain, anil, evi'ii wliere tsuch conditions do 
prevail, the existence of. a monopoly 's 
highly artificial, and its continued .main- 
tenance e-tceedingly diflicult. It may 
l e true that , eoniiniic snu'Iting and re- 
lining are not possible in Kritish Co- 
lumbia, but that is not the fault of the 
British Columbia smelters and refiner- 
ies They are not making any very large 
prolits. The Trail smelter it; a close 
corporation, but llu' ll.-ill 'Mines smelter 
is a imblic eoniiiany, and, aci-ording to 
balance sheet last year, in its smelt- 
ing operations it barely made both ends 
mei.|. Ii' til,, miveriimeiit loulil take any 
niiiun u liirli uoii'd lead t„ more ecoiio- 
niir smelling and relining in tlic province, 
It would be highly satisfactory, but it 
is certainly plain that the ei-eetiou of 
other ;<nielters to compete with smelters 
which, far from making any iindne proiit, 
are not making any prolit to speak of 
•It all, is not the way to do it. In the 
..seiond place, tho real reason why the 
lead miner in British Columbia is' at a 
disadvantage is iiecauso his lead passes 
Ihroiigh tho hands of the Uai.ed States 
midiiieinau before it reaches either tho 
home Canadian market, or the British 
m.irket, or the foreign market. This i.s a 
monstfons condition of nlT.nirs, liut neith- 
er tho responsibility nor tho remedy lies 
to the liaud of any pi-ovinoial govern- 
ment. The responsibility lies .upon the 
l>iiniiiiion government, which has refused 
to give the Jiritisli Cohiinliia lead uiiiier 
the home market for lead. Tho remedy 
lies ill the .s.ime hands if the Dominion 
governmi'nt chooses to adopt it. It costs 
tho iHrilish Coliinibia minor one cent a 
pound extra expense, to market his lead 
in Ci-eat Britain; it should not cost so 
mueli. Jt costs lum the same or more 
to market bis lead in (Jfontrenl. It 
.should not cost him anything. lie should 
1)0 piotecleil in the home market. The 
dillleiilty under which he labors Jiow, is 
.1 dillleulty of market, not of manufac- 
ture. Xtithing which tho provincial gov- 
crnnieut mighl attempt to as.sist the 
maniif.aelure, miild obvi.-ite the necesf^ity 
for what tho Dominion gtiveriiinent has 
so far i-efused to do to improve the in.'ir- 
kot. 

TIMC INTKItCOLONrA'l. ItAlLAVAY. 

'J'he rank and lile of the lUbcrul mem- 
■beis at Ottawa hailing from the prov- 
ince of Quebec and the Jlaritimo Trov- 
iiices have a precise and distinrt idea i.'f 
how the Intereolunial railway should be 
niamiged. They are strict believers in 
the government ownership of railways, 
but their interpretation of that prineijilo 
is that the railway should be managed 
by the government, for the jiarty and 
at the expense of tho people. In tho sec- 
tion of the Liberal party organized and 
controlled by '^Ir. >T. Israel Tarte, it is 
not surprising that such view.s slionbl be 
preiluminant. Itut it is a theory of rail- 
way manngeinoiit a little dilllcult to ro- 
eoucilo '\\ith the ordinary functions of 
carrying freight and passengers without 
a large annual deiirit. The Intercolonial 
railway has received very large henelits 
fp-un tlie general briskness of trade 
iliroughout Canada. But all those benc- 
tit.s arc being swallowed up through tho 
Tarle theory of managemi'nt, and the 
mnjii his followers get. it ik sad to re- 
lleii, tho hungier ihcy become. Mr. 
lilair, jwor man, cannot satisfy tlieir 
riiliiiremonts; ho has done his ibest. but 
lliey are as clamorous and insistent as 
ever, and may drive him iml of his oi'li-e 
in ordi'r to get some one into it who 
will try t'j do better. i\ calm and im- 
iiartial observer would admit that, from 
lleii- piiint or view, he has iluiir very 
well. Ill I.vIK; ,1,|. InleiTolenial laihva.v 
liost^essed a salary list of l,") oHieials 
drawing .'j!l,.50O a year or over, dt now 
possesses a salary list of L'7 otllei.als 
drawing .'<l,.''i(lll .a ye.-ir or nver.

It Avouid only be a 
short time till smellers would be estab- 
lished on Albevni canal, and the Can- 
adi.an Nortlu^ni should be so consHiu tiMl 
that tlie coal and e(dce of the rnimi 
mines uiiglit be taken by the shortest 
route to .\llicriii.
